A. Plain Statomont of Facts, 

To Till'. EiHToit: — I did not intend to 
tniuble your readers with any more of 
the Alieu-Beaven scandal, but am com- 
pelled to do So, as the Stamldi-il has again 
dared to assert that at the time I gave 
Mr. Heaven the 1 U l' for ^'M.S'.S I was 
indebted to the government. 

To be as brief as possible; On the 8th 
day of November, 1.S80, when at the 
treasury, the accounts were examined, 
Mr. Heaven preteiiilcd ho did not under- 
stand me.

Mr. Beavon said I had belter apply at 
the attorney-general's office for S91 in 
I lie usual way and at the troasm'y through 
.Mr. O'Connor, the government agent at 
Clinton, for S'.IT.lf. 

We then agreed to settle the oommis- 
sicin account, and the figures showed a 
balance due the government (for coniinis- 
aions) of $:>0.8:i. This was providing the 
two amounts were paid to me. Mr. H. 
asked to [lay the SliO.So in cash. 1 
said, " not a cent do j'oii ever get from 
me until you pay the two amounts. '' I 
was then asked to give my note. I did 
so, and gave Mr. H. authority to deduct 
theS;50.83 from the first amount paid me.
